DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. A method for generating droplets from three inlet streams, where the first stream 
comprises a first solution and the second and third stream comprise a second solution 
forming an interface flowing through two downstream input channels is not found, taught 
nor suggest in the prior art. The limitation of two downstream input channels is not 
taught, suggested nor found obvious over the closest prior art of Figure 5 of Lee. 

3. Furthermore, the microfluidic channel where the droplet process comprises of at 
least two daughter channels in communication with the splitter channel is not found, 
taught or found obvious over the prior art. The closest prior art of Thorsen splits the 
droplet but combines to form one daughter channel.
